wR EAT has been the Com- 

A plaint, in all Ages, againft 
Corruption; but the greatett 
] Complainers have been the fir 
and greateft Corruptors: Fot 
9 wh Men, form’d by infinite Wif- 
RDA GP} dorm and Goodnefs, are gene- 

wen rally good till they are taught 
ro be bad ; and would have continued fo, had it 
not been the Intereft of their Governors and Lea- 
ders to conceal from them the true Principles of 
Wifdom and Virtue; and to fill their Minds with 
falfe Notions of Good and Ill, and falfe Notions of 
Life and Pleafure. They have corrupted them, 
to ferve the Ends of their feveral Tyrannies ; and- 
then made that very Corruption a Reafon for con- 
tinuing thofe Tyrannies. 

That Men ate corrupt, or rather that there 
are corrupt Men, is a melancholly Truth, too 
plain to be doubred of ; but that_this Age or 
this Kingdom is more corsupt, than other Ages, 
or than this Kingdom was heretofore, is fo far 
from being true, that we are Je/s corrupt, becaufe 
more free. Liberty gives us greater Opportunities 
to examine qwhat is right and wrong in Life; and 
fo to form a more regular Condu&, and become 
wifer and better Men ; for in proportion as we 
come to fee the Conftitution and Relation of Things, 
and the Rea/on of Adion refulting from them, we 
fhall be’ more or lets good, and more or lefs 
happy. But whatever Cotruption there is ia the 
World, ‘tis our higheft Duty to de all we can to 
root it out. This has been the Defign of all good 
Inflitutions, whether Divine or Human, the De- 
fign of all true Religion, Morality end Philo- 
fophy, and the Defign too of all wife and good 
Leg flators. 

Bat all the Laws, which the beft and grearcft 
Men can frame, will not be able to efteét this de- 
firable End. Laws can only reach external AGi- 
ons, or thofe A@tions which can be difcovered. 
If indeed a Law can be found to make the Difco- 
wry of Corruption more eafy, every Good Man 
would come into it: The moft probable «way has 
been thought te be this, to oblige Men to declare 
ppon Oath, that they are corrupt, or not cor- 
rupt ; to appeal to Heaven for the Truth of what 
they fay ; to plece etetnal Panifhments in ano- 
ther World betore their Eyes, and lay “em under 
firong Penalties in this World, if ever they are dif- 
covered to {peak what is falfe. This looks terri- 
ble; bur, upen Examination “will be found 
not fo terrrible as it looks : for when Men are 
diftrefs'd in Life, and have thro’ falfe Education 
and long Cuftom parted with cheir natural Prin- 
ciples, they will look out for Salvo’s co’ cheir 
Confciences, An Oath, no doubt, will oblige 
fome Men to declaré what they would not otherwife 
declare, tho’ a wife and-koneft Man is undec no 
additional Obligation by it: Bur the Men we 
fuppofe guilty of Corruption, who through 
Ambition and Luxury are prefs'd wich Difficulties, 
will find out fome DifinZions to ferve their preiant 
Occafions, and keep their Minds eafy. So that an 
Oath relating to 4 Man’s felf, 4 purgative Oath 
againft Mens frongeft Paficns and preate/t Interefts, 
is fo far from making the World Jefs cerrupt, that 
in general it has made it more corrupt, by putting 
Men upon Diftinttions to evade the Force of Truth ; 
by which means the Fear of Deity and invijfble 
Punifsments (which is our laf? Refort % the Leci- 
fion of Property and Life itfelf) is very much 
weakened, and cendred le efficacisus. 

The Original and true Defign of Oaths was, that 
we might be more certain of Evidence rélating to 
others, it was to make the Witueffes of FaGs re. 
lating to the Properties and Lives of our Fetlow- 
Subje&&s more careful of what they faid, as {peak- 
tng in the Prefence, and calling upon the Name 
of that Omnipotent Being, who holds eternal 
Life and Death in his Hands to reward or pu- 
nith, as they fpeak Truth or Falfhood. But 
when we come to make a Teft of thefe Oaths in 
Cafes, where, if aMan {peaks Truth, “cWill’ be 
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fame thing, what he thinks fo, we fhall find, and 
we have found, that the awful Senfe of an Oach 
will be abated ; and the Efficacy of am Oath in 
relation to others, will be leis; and fo we may by 
degrees lofe our laf? and greate/# Refort, in De- 
cifion of what is of the greateft Importance to 
us. It wouid therefure, I think, have been for 
the Good of Mankind, it there never had been en 
Oath impofed, relating folely te a Man's Self and 
bis own Intereff ; lor Virtue like Courage, when 
clofe prefs'd, will be apt to pive way: Men 
fhould not be try’d with whar will do little Good, 
and at the fame time maturaty tends to doa great 
deal of Mifchief ; an boneft Man will not be cor- 
rupted; and Men who will be corrupted, will find 
out Ways to reconcile their Wickedne(S, and the r 
Confciences, and fo become more wicked by what 
was defigned to make them better. All we can. 
do for our Safety, is to truft Men with no more 
Power than is neceffary for our Prefervation ; to 
watch ’em well when they are in Power ; to ufe 
all Ways to difcover when they do ill, and then 
put the Laws in Execution apaintt them: for 
there is no relying upon their own Declarations 
concerning themfelves, in Cafes wheve their Ince. 
refts lie ftrongly againit their Declarations. 

We fhould therefore, inftead of refting upon 
Oaths and Proteflations, lay the Axe to the Root 
of the Tree, and deftroy Corruption by removing 
the Caufes of Corruption. 

The Caufes of Coriuption are falfe Teaching and 
falfe Philofophy, or wrong Notiuns of Life and Plea« 
fare. *Tis no wonder Men are wicked, when 
they can, fo many Ways, and without avy 
Selt-denial, commute for their Sins; or when, 
they embrace Opinions from fome fafhionable 
books of Morality, that we are by Nature wicked, 
and can’t help continuing fo ; that we are irre- 
fifably driven by our Paffions to every A&.on of our 
Lives ; and that these neither is, nor can be any 
Virtue in the World. "Tis no wonder: that Men 
aft difhoneffly, when they place their chief Good in 
gratifying every Paffion juft as it siles, qwithout 
regard to Confequences ; and fo commence Men of 
Pleafure, as tney call themfelves, at the Expence 
of ad the real Plaafuves of Life. 

Bar if they were conitantly and generally edu- 
cated in Principles of Wi'dom and Virtue, and had 
right Notions infufed into their Minds relating to 
bumane Life and Pleafure ; we fhould foon find 
another Race of Men. Were they conftantly 
tanght (by Men who exemplified their Do&rine 
in their AGtions) in Families, in Places of pub- 
lick Worthip, in private Schools and Univestities, 
the Reafon of humane A@ions ~; inflead of pious 
sounds, and Words cvithout Meaning, or, which 
is worle, a very bad Meaning : Were they taught 
thut Religion was only the Enforcement of Virtue, 
and that the greate/t Happine/s of Men in this 
Life confifted in ‘the PraGice of it; were they 
fhewn, from the Conftitution and Relation of 
Things, what Virtue was; and then led by 
the Hand to fee, that Virtue and Pleafure were 
infeparably connected ; or, rather, qwere the fame 
Thing ; and, that “twas as impoflible co be happy 
without that Celefial Guide, as to. fee without 
Eyes; then, fhould we fee Corruption fiy before 
us: And, if we added to this the abfolute Necef- 
fity of Temperance, in order to-preferve Ho- 
nasty, we fhould be more ffrongly guarded a- 
gainft Corruption, than by ali the Laws in the 
World, aud by all the Oaths which ever were 
or can be invented. 

Temperance is the Nurfing Mother of all the 
Virtues: By Temperance, we live within our 
Conftitutions, Fortunes and Circumftances ; and. fo 
preferve our Health, which is the matural Capacity 
of Enjoymient, and our Fortunes, which are the 
Means of Enjoyment ; and being above Want, are 
alfo above Difonefty, and fland firm againk every 
bafe Temptation. While a Man is refolved to 
lige evithin bis Fortunes, nothing can corrupt him, 
for there’s nothing to work vob but, when 
once, thro’ Luxury, and a ridiculous Vanity of 
imitating thofe whofe Fortunes are above us, we 
become diftre/i'd in Life, and want Money to 





againft his own greateft Interef?, ot, which is the | gratify thofe Appetites, and make thofe Appearans 


}ces which Cuftom has rendered neceflary, then 
| farewel Virrue; Honefty is then thipwreck'd : 
| for, having loft the Power over out felves, 
we are in the Power of every Man, who will 
be at the Price to purchafe us; and become 
gradually as much Bankrupts in Morality, in 
Love of Country, and publick Life, 63 we are 
in private Life and Fortunes. So thar we fhould 
fuard apainit Intemperance ard Luxary, as we 
would guard apaintt Deftruction to curfelves, te 
our Families, and to the Kingdém. This one Ree 
folution, cooftantly put in PraGice, ot living 
within our prefent Fortunes, (which don't hinder 
further Purfuits) would root Corruption out of the 
World, as “twould take away a# the Caujes of Cor- 
ruption, Nor will ai other ways fignify auy thing. 
without this; for when Men find themfelves and 
Families furrounded with Dithculties, thro’ cvrong 
Purfuits and falje Pleafures, what will they nor do 

to extricate themfelves ? The way therefore ro 
keep ourfelves from being corrupted by others, is 

DOE CO corrupt ourfeives: The only way to pre- 

ferve our Iategrity, and be juft ro the Communi- 
ty in which we live, is firtt of all to be ju/? to cur 

felves, by living within the Rules of Reafon, 

and gratifying our prefent Appetites and Pafions in 

fuch a magner as is confittest with our greateft 

Good thro’ the whole Courfe of our Lives. 

I ought nor to conciude this Difcourfe, without 
taking Notice of an Appeal Mr. D’Anvens has 
made to me, concerning the Truth of bis Re- 
marks upon a Paffage in a Pamphler, call’d, 
Obfervations on tke prefent State of Affairs; in 
which, it-feems, the Auchor has aid, That qwe are 
in a declining Stats, and muft exped the fame Fote 
which all Governments bave met with; that qwe 
are corrupted and deprav'd, and we cannot hope to 
difperfe the impending Storm we can only propofe 
to avert it for a Time ; and our only way to do this, 
is to maintain a Standing Force. 

But Mr. D'Anvers fays, he cannot agree 
with this Author, That we are fo corrupt ; nor I 
neither. Here we are entirely one: for I think 
this Do€trine all falfe; a Scandal to the People 
of England, and a Scandal to the Government of 
Engiand. It this Do€trine was true, there would 
be reafon, indeed, ro plead the Coufe.of the Bri- 
tif Conftitution, to contend for Liberty, and te 
rouze the Spivit of Liberty. I would heartily join 
my Abilities, to. belp a falling Conftitution ; and 
exe:t my urmoft Endeavours to avert the impende 
ing Storm. But the very Reverfe of what this 
Obfervator fays, is true; for the People of England 
are. a fober, and honeft, a wife, and a brave 
People ; Knowledge has {pread ic feif amongtt 
them ; they underitand their Rights, both Ree 
ligious and Civil; they are jealous of the leat 
Encrodchments upon their Liberties; they have 
‘em warmly at Heart ; and will contend for them 
too, if ever they are invaded, fo glorioufly, as to 
make the Invaders repent the- Attempt. 

This is cue of the People ; and "tis as true of the 
Government, that it.makes no Attempts upon the 
Liberties of the People. The Conftitution was 
never in.a more vigorous State of Health ; nor, 
the Laws more inviolably or facredly obferved : 
Notwithftanding which, an Army we muft have; 
(bow. great [ will noc determine) but the Necef- 
fity of it .is not founded in the Corruption and Le- 
vity of the People, nor in the declining State of the 
Government ; but in the natural Gondition of hu« 
man Affairs, and the prefent Circumpances of the 
World, as we have fully fhewn in our /ate Dif- 
courfe upon Armies.

We no longer doubt of an Accommodation 
between the Emperot, Englend and Holland, 
fiance our Minifter at a certain Foreign Court has 
feat the Cardinal an Abftra& of the Convention, 
and ofterwards a Draughe of the Treaty which 
is negotiating berween thofe three Powers. 

It is given out at Court, that there are Secret 
Letters from Vienna, which advife, that in a Ca- 
hinet Council holden in the Emperor's Prefence, 
it had been deb wed, Whether it was for the Inte~ 
reff of the Houfe of Austria that a Prince of the lloufe 
of Bourbon towld have Footing in Italy ? And that 
a certain Miniter argued, that the Poff-ffion of 
the Dutch'es of Tufcany and Parma by the In- 
fante Don Carlos could nor but be very prejudicial 
hereafter to his Imperial Majefty and tne two 
Maritime Powers; efpecially fince it was well 
known the Spaniards had a View to raife a con. 
fid-rable Navy the ein rime, and to engrofs the 
Trade to the Levant, &c. 

Hanover, March 13. We are told that the Plan 
of Accommodation between the Emperor and 
Spain, abour which Couriers are now continually 
palling to and fro, contains among other things, 
1. “ That the Infante Don Carlos fhall have the

tight upon him. Sooo after he was thus fix'd, 
the Mob rene his Clothes, and tore down his 
Breeches. and the hind Flap off his Shirt; after 
which he was not only pelted with Dirt, Turnips, 
and Potatoes, but beaten with Sticks and a Car- 
man’s Whip; all ehis while his Compzenion was 
furrounded by the Fellows above, with whom, 
while on the Pillory, he drank Wine. After they 
had flood 36 Minutes, Cox was taken out; as 
was Charlefworth foon after, almoft dead. N. B. 
There was no Paper afiixed to the Pillory (as bath 
been ufual) to denote the Perfons and their 
Crimes, ' 

Charlefworth is to pay a Fine of sol. fuffcr 
one Yezr's Imprifonment, and to give Security 
for his good Behaviour for 3 Years. Cox is to 
fofler one Year’s Imprifonment, to pay a Fine of 
$ Marks, and to give Security tor his good Beha- 
viour for 2 Years. 

On Tuefday laft Edward Walpole, Efq; was 
introduced to their Majefties, by whom he was 
moft gracioufly received, and had the Honour to 
kifs their Hands.
